DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office acknowledges receipt of the following item from the Applicant: 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed on 9/5/03 and it was consider. 
Papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d) have been placed of record in the 
file. 

2. Claims 1-8 are presented for examination. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-8 are considered allowable since the prior art made of record and 

considered pertinent to the applicants disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed 
limitations. The prior art does not teach the claimed invention having the 
interconnection of a memory cell array and plurality of spare memory cells; the word line 
drivers, drive circuit, a precharge switch; wherein each of plurality of word line drivers 
further includes a decoder unit connecting a first internal node to a second voltage in 
the row select operation according to a result of row selection; a control switch; (J+1 ) 
shift switches, respectively, provided between the output nod of a corresponding one of 
the plurality of word line drivers and output nodes of adjacent J ones among the other 
word line drivers and the J spare word line driver, and the second internal node of the 
corresponding one of the plurality of word line drivers, and in the row select operation, 
one of which is selectively turned on, while the other of which are turned off, and a shift 
control circuit controlling turning-on and -off of the (J+1 ) shift switches in each of the

plurality of word line drivers in the row selection operation on the basis of an address of 
a defective memory cell row.
